Coordination Renewals Decline 


Northwest amateurs holding WWARA Certificates of Coordination are failing to renew 
their repeater coordinations. One hundred and fifteen separate frequency coordinations have 
either expired or are about to expire within the next month or so. This represents twenty per- 
cent of the total frequencies coordinated by the WWARA. While many of the certificates have 
only recently expired there is a clear downward trend in amateurs keeping their systems cur- 
rent. . 

Attempting to keep the renewal paperwork process as simple and non-bureaucratic as possi- 
ble the WWARA requires each certificate to be renewed once every five years and has for 
some time accepted certificate renewal applications via its web site at 

. Any WWARA certificate of coordination holder may re- 
new on-line provided he/she has their original certificate. Previous coordinations in which the 
holder has made modifications to or is assigning the coordination requires a new Technical 
Data Sheet to be mailed to the WWARA. These data sheets can be downloaded from the 
WWARA web site or can be requested from the secretary. 

Published elsewhere in this issue of The Coordinator is a list that shows some of the delin- 
quent systems date back as far as 1997. The WWARA Coordination Policies are clear that 
certificates of coordination are for a specific period of time at the end of which the systems are 
no longer recognized as being coordinated. The WWARA has in the past given a six month 
grace period to renew their certificates before being dropped from the WWARA database. 
The responsibilities of the coordination holder are described in the coordination policies 
which may be viewed at http: ra.ore/policies. htm. 

Declining renewals have other side effects as well. New applications are delayed while 
available frequencies are tracked down. Because renewals also require a processing fee ($2.00 
per year) the income to the WWARA is reduced, now over $1,000.00. This is the money used 
by the WWARA to publish and mail this news letter your are reading as well as offsetting other 
coordination related expenditures. 


A Word from the Chair 


Last month, those in attendance at the second 
half of the WWARA meeting elected the Board of 
Directors for 2001. The new Board has a busy year 
ahead of it. Last year, we reacted to the D’wana R. 
Terry letter and spent considerable time and effort 
doing a self-examination. This self-examination 
was designed to make the WWARA a more open 
organization with appeal to repeater users as well 
as owners. The result of last year’s effort was a re- 
vision of the By-laws and Coordination Policies that 
was accepted and approved by the membership. 
That was just the first step. During our self-exami- 

in " nation, we identified several items needing attention 
VWARA Chairman that do not fall within the By-laws or Coordination 
Ed Bruette N7NVP Policies. They have yet to be addressed and are on 
the list for review this year. We need a committee 


to do that review. 

As your Chairman, | would like to think the membership has a busy year ahead of it 
too. Why? Because the Board can not do everything. We need the support and partic- 
ipation of the membership. You elected us to“... be responsible for administering 
WWARA activities in accordance with the wants and needs of the members subject to 
the By-laws.” We can’t do that if you don’t communicate with us. This organization is 
just like any other club in that we have come together because we have similar inter- 
ests and needs. In our case, those interests and needs are very specific, we want to 
responsibly use and manage the repeater portions of the Amateur Radio spectrum. We 
are different than most clubs in that we join, we get our repeater(s) coordinated and 
most of us are never heard from again until it is time to renew either membership or co- 
ordination. If the WWARA is to remain a viable organization, we need your participa- 
tion. We meet every other month and the meetings are typically two hours in length. 
Meetings are alternated between Thursday nights and Saturday mornings to give ev- 
eryone a chance to attend. The Feb. meeting will be in Kent. The April meeting place 
has not been identified yet. | intend to rotate the meeting location to encourage atten- 
dance. If you have access to a meeting place and would like to host a WWARA meet- 
ing please contact Ken Rau, K7YR or me. Please make an effort to join us and attend 
as many meetings as your schedule will permit.

Snowbound ham uses 2-meter H-T to call for help: Suffering recently from bronchitis 
and pneumonia, Jim Stewart, KK7VL, a homesteader in a secluded area near Bettas 
Pass, Washington, used his 2-meter hand-held to summon help. Stewart called his friend, 
Jim Flint, W7TXU, on the Kittitas County Repeater Association’s repeater, advising him 
of his worsening condition and requesting assistance. Flint, a member of the Kittitas 
County Search and Rescue team, enlisted the help of Deputy Sheriff Robb Lipp. But, 
snowdrifts prevented them from reaching Stewart’s home. A snowmobiler passing by 
took the rescuers to Stewart’s house. Lipp then used his GPS and radio to guide a rescue 
helicopter to the scene, and Stewart was airlifted to a hospital in Yakima. “Many of our 
present rescue team members are already hams,” said Flint, “and as a result of this res- 
cue being reported on local radio, several people have called and asked to join our team,

2001 Ham Test Fees Rise to 
$10 


The federal government has removed ~ 
the limitation on amateur radio test fees, 
and most Volunteer Examiner Coordinators 
raised their fees on January 1 from $6.65 to 
$10.00. VECs raising their rates include the 
ARRL VEC and WSYI VEC which, com- 
bined, account for the vast majority of test 
sessions given in the United States each 
year. According to ARRL/VEC Manager 
Bart Jahnke, W9JjJ, the new fee reflects the 
fact that VECs are now doing more work 
for the FCC than when the system was first 
put into place more than 15 years ago. This 
includes data entry on applications for new 
and upgraded licenses, which are now filed 
electronically by the VECs. Originally, 
FCC personnel did this work after the 
VECs collected the forms and forwarded 
them to the FCC’s licensing branch in Get- 
tysburg, Pennsylvania.

RADIO LAW: ILLEGAL CELLPHONE 
INTEREPT VS. FREDDOM OF THE PRESS 


The United States Supreme Court will decide if federal and state laws preventing peo- 
ple from using information obtained through illegal wiretaps violate the First Amend- 
ment. This, following oral arguments heard by the court back on December Sth. 


The case arises out of an intercepted cellular telephone conversation in 1993 between 
Pennsylvania teacher’s union officials Gloria Bartnicki and Anthony Kane. Someone 
tapped into the call and recorded it. Local radio host Frederick Vopper played the tape 


on the air, justifying the move as necessary in the public interest. 


Bartnicki and Kane filed suit, seeking money from Vopper and other parties under 
federal and Pennsylvania statutes providing penalties for those who use wiretapped in- 
formation despite suspecting or knowing that the material was obtained illegally. The 
high court is being asked to decide the legality of those portions of the Electronic Com- 
munications Privacy Act and a similar Pennsylvania wiretapping law. (Published news

In short, the measure authorizes states 
and localities to enact laws that prohibit the 
use of unauthorized CB equipment—con- 
sistent with FCC regulations. This would 
include the use of high-power linear ampli- 
fiers or equipment that was not FCC-certif- 
icated. 

FCC-licensed stations in any radio ser- 
vice—including the Amateur Service—are 
excluded from such state or local enforce- 
ment, and state or local laws enacted under 
this legislation must identify this exemp- 
tion. 

The bill—HR.2346 is the House ver- 
sion; it was §.2767 in the Senate—actually 
is the old Senate “Feingold bill” from sev- 
eral sessions ago. The bill’s sponsor, Rep 
Vernon Ehlers of Michigan says local hams 
asked him to support the bill because of the 
bad rap they were getting from illegal 
CBers using high-power linear amplifiers 
that resulted in TV and telephone interfer- 
ence while the CBers involved hid behind 
federal preemption. 

As did Feingold before him, Ehlers 
asked the ARRL to review his measure to 
ensure that it would not unintentionally

The FCC is continuing its offensive against uncoordinated repeaters that reportedly are causing interference to coordinated repeat- 


ers. While coordination is not required under FCC rules, the rules do state that in cases of interference between coordinated and unco- 


ordinated repeaters, it is the responsibility of the licensee of the uncoordinated “machine” to take any steps necessary to resolve the 
problem, including going off the air. 
In recent actions, licensees of three apparently uncoordinated repeaters — one in Florida and two in North Carolina — have been 


asked to provide the FCC with any proof of coordination they may have, along with details of how they have tried to resolve the inter- 


ference complaints against them.
